Thisis out ofnll proportion in favor of tli» 
large coiuuiner, and tends to the restriction 
of trade by debarring; tho poor man ri oin the 
opportuniliea of fairly cxpciulin^ his email 
carningg.

thig4rat[. .\a ^^inost^mp^ssible for-aay-of 
our far off settlers to bring in samples of their 
produce, not to mention slock, to the forih- 
coming show.

It is also made into inat.s, cai pets, ropes, 
paper, and various other articles. U is re- 
lated lhat the old giiiiuy bags which con- 
tained sugar are sold lo beer makers, who 
sweeten their beer by boiling the sugar out 
of tho bugs, and then tell ihein lo the mat. 
makers. .'Siime six or leu million of gunnies 
are expnrti'd to this country from India, 
mo.stly lor Xuilh America, besides some four 
or livu thousand tons of iho rope and rnv; Jnle. 
There nro no niauufactorios of jtito cloth in 
this country, though it is hero made iulu bed- 
cords, etc, Whoni'us'edifor purposes.^ of de- 
fence, tho bogs ara''fi|lGd with sand. They 
are no better Ihau bdmp or fla.x bags, but are
